PROCLAMATION. 


Wuereas, the law of the Congress of the United States, approved 
Sept. 9, 1850, organizing a Territorial Government for Utah, pro- 
vides that the Governor. of said Territory shall, after enumerating 
the inhabitants, make an apportionment of the members of Council 
and House of Representatives, in accordance with the ratio of pop- 
ulation in their respective counties: 

Therefore, I, Brigham Young, Governor of said Territory, have 
caused the enumeration of the inhabitants to be taken, and the fol- 
lowing apportionment to be made; and. direct that.an election beheld — 
in the respective precincts throughout the Territory, on the first 
Monday.in August next, in aceordance with the existing laws of 
the provisional government of the State of Deseret, regulating ‘the 
elections, passed. by the General.
